Ing,” said Dr. 
Moorhead. 
“I have 
just visited the section to which the 
loans w ere made. 
T he farm ers nave 
paid 
four per cent 
Interest on the 
small loans, as they agreed, and In 
some cases they have even paid off 
the principal in a single year.’,' 
The villages aided by the Am erican 
Lutherans are chiefly In the vicinity 
of Lublin and Cholin, where Dr. M oor­ 
head found the population living in 
cellars and sharks in the fall of 1919.
